EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowable for at least the reason, "a conductive trace formed on the 
dielectric layer, the conductive trace allowing charges trapped at the dielectric layer to 
escape wherein said trapped charges are present at least on the surface of the 
dielectric layer; and a plurality of ribbons formed above the substrate and the conductive 
trace" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 3 and 6-10 are allowable due to 
their dependence on claim 1 . 

Claim 4 is allowable for at least the reason, "a conductive trace formed on the 
dielectric layer, the conductive trace allowing charges trapped in the dielectric layer to 
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escape; and a plurality of ribbons formed above the substrate and the conductive trace, 
wherein each of said ribbons comprise atop surface that is reflective and said reflective 
surfaces exhibit the same degree of reflectively" as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claim 5 is allowable for at least the reason, "wherein said substrate comprises a 
silicon wafer protected by a dielectric layer and a conductive trace formed at least partly 
on the protective layer and in electrical contact with said substrate, allowing charges 
trapped on the protective layer to escape, wherein each of said first and second set of 
ribbons comprises a top surface which is reflective, and said reflective surfaces exhibit 
the same degree of reflectivity" as set forth in the claimed combination.
